Election/Restrictions

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 .

Group II, claim(s) 1 , 4-5 and 8-15, drawn to a vector comprising a protein with SBPase 
activity wherein the nucleic acid sequence encoding the SBPase is SEQ ID N0:4, and 
wherein the SBPase amino acid sequence is SEQ ID N0:3. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 , and 6-17, drawn to a vector comprising a protein with FBPase and 
SBPase activity wherein the nucleic acid sequence encoding the FBPase/SBPase is 
SEQ ID N0:6, and wherein the FBPase/SBPase amino acid sequence is SEQ ID N0:5. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
linking the inventions due to the divergent SEQ ID NOs is FBPase, however this feature 
is not special because it does not constitute an advancement over the prior art. Yokota 
et al (US patent 6528705) teach the transformation of plant chloroplasts with a 
bifunctional enzyme FBPase/SBPase, Therefore restriction is proper.
